By Mistake and Falls for 15 Minutes 


LONDON, ,Dec. 9 (#—The Air! 
Ministry released today the story| 
of how an RAF pilot maneuvering | 
eight miles up unexpectedly found.

by a defect of his ejector seat. He 


wound up on the ground 15 min- 
utes later with a fractured ankle. 


The pilot’s accidental parachute 
journey through the wild blue yon- 
der occurred last March, The 
Air Ministry kept the incident un- 
der wraps pending investigation 
and consideration of modifica- 
tions in the seat. Investigators 
figure he was fired out of his 
plane at about 43,000 feet. The 
highest test for an ejection seat 
in Britain has been at 40,000 feet.

U.S. Defense Spending 
Will Stay at High Level

The decisions are realistic. They were 
taken in spite of administration pledges 
of economy and prior defense decisions 
to place more and more reliance on atomic 
weapons.

The threat is not so much that a big 
nuclear war 1s likely but the danger of 
little wars lke Korea exists in the Mid- 
dle East and in a score of other places. 


These wars would be fought with con- 
ventional weapons and require man- 
power. If we rely on atomic weapons 
alone, 1t would become a much more dif- 
ficult matter to stop the “brush fires’’ 


like the one in which we almost became 
involved in Egypt. 

The Reds have proved in Hungary 
that they have not abandoned military 
force in aggression. They served notice 
that weakness invites obliteration. 

The United States, too, could not fail 
to see the significance of the Russian 
threat to use long-range guided missiles 
against Britain and France. This makes 
it imperative to step up our own missiles 
program or be subjected to similar black- 
mail. 

Moscow still is dictating our defense 
budget. Armed coexistence is the only 
coexistence possible with the Red butch- 
ers who have demonstrated so well that 
peace is only .for the strong.

Entice Future Motorists? 


The headline was intriguing: “U. S. 
Cuts Price on Atomic Fuel.” 

The story went on to say our nation 
was lowering the price on uranium to be 
sold abroad, from a stockpile of 44,000 
pounds tagged for peaceful use else- 
where. 

The overseas customer will get the 
same price as the domestic, $16 a gram 
for a certain grade, for example, instead 
of $25 as they have been paying. 

That’s fair enough. 


But the word evokes in us a look far 
ahead when automotive vehicles are A- 
powered. 

Gasoline price wars, we now know. 

Will the day come when the signs at 
the service station will advertise: “Re- 
duced Prices on Atomic Fuel—Uranium 
235 for $14.4 a gram plus tax?” 

It’s possible. 

Incidentally, if you're thinking of buy- 
ing U-235, the $16 a gram grade would 
come to around 33 million dollars a ton. 

You'll probably hesitate awhile before 
filling that unused coal bin with the 
atomic stuff.

Gainesville commissioners have delayed a 
thorough study of the city’s traffic problem 
again. Unless they have in mind an even 
more complete and comprehensive planning 
study of the city in the near future, they have 
merely postponed the inevitable. 

And prices get higher every day. 

The State Highway Dept. can indeed study 
the situation, as the commissioners will re- 
quest, in lieu of a professional traffic survey. 
But the highway department would be the first 
to admit that its reviews and surveys do not 
compare with a comprehensive specialist's job. 

‘The highway department can’t find enough 
engineers to handle the state’s giant highway 
construction program and certainly can’t spare 
a survey team long enough to do the kind. of a 
job and make the sort of detailed recommenda- 
tions Gainesville needs. 

The City of Atlanta might well wish it had 
started on a scientific solution of its traffic 
problems earlier. Even rights of way for its 
Expressway take three to five years to obtain. 

The traffic problem won't just go away. It 
might as well be faced now as later. It will 
never be any easier to cure than it is now.

Floridan Relates How President McKinley 


Became Mason Under Strange Circumstances 


Miami, Fla.—It happens I am 
a constant reader of McGill's 
column in the Miami Daily News 
and I read the very interesting and 
delightful article concerning Gen. 
Joseph Johnston. This reminded me 
of a bit of War Between the States 
history. 

In April, 1865, 
after Appomattox, 
war was not yet over, young 
William McKinley was raised 
to the third degree of a Master 
Mason in the Winchester, Va., lodge 
by a team composed exclusively of 
officers and enlisted men in the 
Confederate Army. When the inci- 
dent was told me by a local man 
who is still a member of the 
Winchester lodge, it was so 
astonishing that I was inclined to 
believe that he might have been 
mistaken. 

In order to verify the incident, 
I wrote to Michael G. Heintz, now 
deceased, but who was a very 
prominent lawyer in Cincinnati and 
was also active in Masonry and 
very deeply interested in War Be- 
tween the States history. 


He wrote back that he remem- 
bered reading of the incident but 
that in order to refresh his recol- 
lection he visited the Cincinnati 
Masonic Library and therein he 
found complete verification of the 
facts as related. 


During the winter of 1864 and 
1865 the Union and Confederate 
troops went into winter quarters 
near the village of Winchester and 
after some weeks a great deal 
of fraternization between the troops 
on both sides took place and Mc- 
Kinley expressed his desire to be- 
come a Mason and made an ap- 
plication with the result as afore- 
said. Inasmucl. as I suppose there 
were three degrees at that time 
as of now, it is altogether probable 
that his first two degrees were 
conferred previous to Appomattox. 


In June of 1865 McKinley be- 
came a member of the Canton, 
Ohio, Masonic Lodge. Later on, 
when he had achieved great promi- 
nence, another lodge in Canton 
was formed and was named in 
his honor.

Backers of the measure are 
sure that this time the President 
will give his approval. They are 
sure, too, that Congress won't fail 
them. 

While a majority of Democrats 
voted against the bill early this 
year, their leaders in Congress— 

Lyndon Johnson, Senate ma- 
jority leader, and Speaker Sam 
Rayburn—piloted it to victory. 
Both are Texans. Both have oil and 
gas backing.

This all adds up to trouble ahead 
for the natural gas consumer. With- 
out control, or at least the power 
of control, over producers’ rates by 
the federal government, regulation 
of pipeline rates by the Federal 
Power Commission and of consum- 
er rates by state governments 
would be weakened. 

Unless gas is controlled from the 
well to the consumer’s outlet, 
prices can run wild. 

There’s a tough fight ahead for 
consumers and their representa- 
tives, tougher than any of the gas 
battles of the last eight years. And 
this time the chances of winning 
are slimmer than ever.

Should GOP Try 
To Build in South? 


WASHINGTON—The question you hear most 
frequently discussed at Republican National Head- 
quarters since Nov. 6 is this: What can the Eisen- 


hower administration do to fan the embers of Republican political 
sentiment in the South? How can it create a firm, continuing two-party 
system in the states which for years have been sending a nearly solid 
bloc of some 100 Democretic representatives and 22 Democratic sena- 


tors to Washington? 

Now that President Eisenhower 
has twice breached the solid South 
and helped to elect two Republican 
senators from Kentucky and to 
hold nine Southern Republican con- 
gressmen, what can the Republi- 
cans do to keep this political 
movement in motion and build for 
the future? 

This is a tempting opportunity 
but these do not seem to me neces- 
sarily to be the first questions nor 
the most fundamental ones. Ob- 
viously things can be done to build 
the Republican Party in the South 
and most of it would take a long, 
painstaking effort to draft grass- 
roots candidates who will be will- 
ing to run for everything from 
sheriff to governor—unsuccessfully 
for some time—in order to lay the 
foundation of a continuing party 
organization. 

But the prior and more funda- 
mental question is not what should 
be done but whether it should be 
done? And if the answer is yes, 
what kind of a Republican Party 
Should be built in the South? 

Is it in the interests of the Re- 
publican Party nationally to create 
for itself a_ right-of-Eisenhower 
Southern conservative wing deeply 
opposed to the party’s national 
policies on civil rights? 

Will it help elect or help defeat 
the Republican Party nationally, 
particularly in the populous, indus- 
trial cities across the country 
which it needs to win, if it creates 
the same Southern-Northern divi- 
sion which plagues the Demo- 
crats?

and Hungary. From the design, if such it is, we may take hope— 
but only if we seize opportunities now opened up and act upon them 
with persistence, patience and courage. 


The center of our design—as it 
is the center of our hopes—is that 
open window on the world or, as 
it is sometimes described, that 
mirror of the world—the United 
Nations. By making it possible 
for the world to see what is going 
on, the United Nations can siowly 
marshal public opinion and arouse 
the conscience of the world. 


That seems to be happening now 
in the cases of the Middle East 
and Hungary. From here the U.N. 
must go on, if it is to survive as 
a successful agency, to that ulti- 
mate goal for which we have wait- 
ed for 11 years, namely, a real 
parliament of the world. 

Britain, France and Israel, in 
their desperation and with great 
provocation, took the law into their 
own hands. 

But suddenly they found them- 
selves yanked up to the bar of 
world opinion as represented in the 
United Nations. They recognized 
that the whole world figuratively 
cculd look in the mirror of the 
U.N, and see and judge their acts 
as aggression. 

They found out there is no long- 
er ‘any place to hide. 

The mirror served its purpose. 
Involved were rational. people 
steeped in the Democratic tradi- 
tion. They accepted the democratic 


process as it operates in the United 
Nations, just as they have learned 
to accept it for years in their own 
national parliaments. 

Not so, thus far, with Soviet 
Russia in the case of Hungary. 

But with every day that passes, 
Russia stands more naked in the 
looking glass of the United Nations 
for all the world to see. 

Russia can find no place to hide. 

She has learned something else. 
That is that tanks and machine- 
guns can’t kill the spirit of a peo- 
ple determined to be free, though 
they may take a-heavy toll in hu- 
man bodies. 

Still they resist, those who re- 
main. We are getting every grim 
and ghastly detail and the people 
there are helping our photogra- 
phers and those of other nations 
to get the story in pictures. One 
of them said to a photographer he 
was helping: 

“We want the whole world to 
see what they are doing to us.” 

The whole world is seeing.

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Book Fair, 
Tired Feet 


When your oldest pair of shoes start hurting your feet the 
day you decide to begin your Christmas shopping, you might 


as well duck back in the house quick. Your stars are wrong. 

I thought I was ready for the fray, spirits high, blood sing- 
ing through my veins, the old fight at peak form. But all I had to 
do was plunge into a crowd and elbow one brittle-boned old lady 
off an escalator and there went my reliable old feet . . . hurting 
for the first time since last Christmas! I know it’s psy chosomatic 
but what can you do? 


I came back to the office and read a book—John Woodward's 
little volume, ‘“‘Butch, Diary of a Dog.’”’ Mr. Woodward has been 
writing about dogs (his column in The Journal-Constitution is 
called “About Dogs’’) for 25 years and raising them even longer. 
He should be well qualified by now to fell a story from a dog’s 
point of view and that’s what he does with “Butch.” He presents 
in a very easy-to-read form lessons for new dog owners in care 
and feeding, house-breaking and even trick-teaching. 


The thing about Mr. Woodward’s book, which was illustrated 
by Lou Erickson, Atlanta Journal cartoonist, is that it started me 
to thinking of Christmas books for children, although it is cal- 
culated to be useful to grownups as well. And I learned about the 
book fair that four of Atlanta’s branch libraries have had going on 
at the Inman Park library. 

It flourished all last week for the benefit of teachers and 
librarians and may go on for at least a couple of days this 
week for parents. Here anybody who was thinking of buying books 
for the children were wondering if they still read ‘‘Diddie, 
Dumps and Tot’’ could find out. (Incidentally, they don’t still read 
that ancient plantation days classic, Mrs. Joseph E. Boyd, the 
Inman Park librarian tells me. The reason is that it’s out of 
print. She has a personal copy which ‘she lends to special, appre- 
ciative readers, however.) 

The book fair was put on by Mrs. Boyd, Miss Dorothy Sco- 
field of the East Atlanta branch; Miss Lois Rumph of the South 
branch and Miss Mary Thompson of the Kirkwood branch. Their 
aim is to present the best editions of the old books and such new 
books as they know to be of timely interest and value to the chil- 
dren of today. 


I had a mental picture of these librarians plowing doggedly 
through mounds of brightly colored, inane, saccharine tales for 
children to learn what was good. (Of course, ALL the old books 
are good.) But Mrs. Boyd said it is not that bad. There are a 
great many beautifully written, beautifully illustrated stories for 
children these days and they picked almost automatically those 
which have won the Caldecott and John Newbery Medals. 

The Caldecott Medal, § learned, is one given for exceptionally 
fine illustrations and the Newbery Medal is given for quality 
stories. Caldecott was an early illustrator and Newbery pub- 
lished the first children’s story—Oliver Goldsmith’s charming 
“Goody Two Shoes:’’
